noon of 18th May he sent defendant from 
the uflica to the Ampress of India, and ask- 
ed him to gob a purser's’ reecipt for tho 
parcel which “ho.took off. He did not 
return, and on the following morning on 
asking the first witness whore tho .defond- 
ant wus ho said ho was sick and would not 
be at the office. Tho following day ha 
heard the defendant had gone away, He

T 
did make exchange with some of the ar- 
ticles, but some 1 could not exchange,

About 120 men went out to the 
Pukling yesterday momiug, but on account 
uf the weather they were unable to work, 
They wore kept on, board, however, in the 
hopo that the weather might cloar up, and 
while they were waiting the Blue Funnel 
steamer Oresles caine in, ~ About half 
the nren: were required to work, the cargo 
of the Orestes, and the stevedoro'a boat- 
swain (a Japanese) sturted to'toll off the 
men. Discipline, however, is one of the last 
things that the Japanese workman learns, 
be he cooliv, seaman or artisan, and con- 
sequently the men who wero told off pro- 
ferred to.romain in idlencas on the Pit 
ling. Lots were then drawn among the 
twenty stevedoring men for the ten to go 
aboard the ~ Orestes, three of the men 
upon whom that duty fell refused to go. 
The boatewain insisted on their ging, 
Words came to blows; the thrue coclies 
drow thvir knives ‘and savagely stabbed 
the boatswain about the body, Tho man 
bled profusoly. He waa brought: to the
